Fourth, man must believe that God contrived a 
pian of salvation, as follows: God came down to 
earth, had sexual intercourse with & virgin and be- 
got a God which was Himself and was not himself 
at the same time. That this God who was not 
Pimself and at the same time was himself, died on 
the cross and at the same time did not die. That 
he arose the third day from the death that he did 
not die and ascended into heaven. 

Again,at the eame time de must believe that God 
calls opon all men everywhere to repent and will 
damn them If they do not when he knows they 


connot, simply because ho foreordalied, thousands 


of years before he made man, who of the human 
race should be saved and who should not. 

‘Enough has here been given to show what theo- 
logians require as the,conditions of salvation. 
Now then, “let us to the law and testimony.” 

In the twenty · ah chapter of Matthew, we fifa a 

description of what our christian friends call the 
general Jodgment. »We are there told that “Christ 
shall come in the clouds of heaven with power and 
great glory bringing the Father and all the holy 
angels with him. He shall sit upon the throne of 
his glory, and before bim shall be gathered all na- 
tions, and be shall separate one from another as a 
shepherd divideth his sheep from the goats. And 
he shall set the sheep on his right hand but the 
outs on the leſt. Then shall the King say to them 
on his right band, come'ye blessed of my Father, 
luwerit the kingdom prepared for you from the 
foundation of.the world." Why? Becanse they 
had belleved in an angry God, burning hell, total 
depravity, vicarious atonement? Not at all. Noth- 
ing whatever Is sald ut belief or faith. Listen 
to the con receiving the welcome from 
Christ ; “ wasanhunzered and ye gave me 
meat, I was thirsty and yo gave me drink, F was a 
stranger and ye took me In, naked and ye clothed 
me. I was sick and yo visited me, I was in prison 
and ye came unto me. Ivasmuch as ye have done 
it unto one of these my brethren ye have done it 
unto me." Is there any resemblance whatever In the 
conditions of salvation taught in the New Testa. 
ment, and those taught by Theologians? 

Again, in their practices as christians they diso- 
bey Christ's positive commandments. Inthe sixth 
chapter of Matthew and fifth verse, be gives them 
directions with regard to praying as follows: And 
when thou prayest thou shalt not be as the hypo- 
erites are, for they love to pfas standing in the 
synagogues and in the corners of the streets that 
they maj be seen of men,“ Jer: Is positive com, 
mand that christians are accustomed to disobcy 
every time they come together. The clerzy would 
not go to their mecting.houses if If were not to be 
scen of men. Itenes they go there to pray to be 
heard of men and women. At the same time that 
they gre breaking his commandments they strenu- 
ously claim to be bis followers, Could anything 
well be more Inconsistent? We could give many 
more illustrations of likecharaeter. Bat the two 
glaring pogane cases that we have cited we deem 
sufficient to prove our assertion.

The more liberal minded clergymen all over the 
world ere softening down the more objectionable 
parts of thelr faltt. to sult the present demands of 
mankind. Old Theology has always been wont to 
change its base whea driven by the mandate of ecl- 

ence, or that more inexcusable resson, matter of 
policy. But we feel that the evidences of a grow- 
Ing liberat sentiment among the clergy arises more 
from a . conviction of their erroneous position and 
a con«elentions desire ta know the truth, But this 
rapid falling away'of the pillars of their religious 
institutions aroused all- the animosity ju the 
cast-iron old-liners and they makt haste to theoloꝶ · 
Ieally decapitate every sinner io this direction. 
This exercise of a kind of^poplsh power on their 
part makes them appear ridiculous in the eyes 
of the world. 

A Rev. gentleman in San Jose, not long since, 
preached a discourse of a progressive nature, and 
the result was, ho was immediately summooned to 
appear befure the synod to answer the charge of 
heresy. The result of their investigations wasa 
peremptory order to the church over which he presi- 
ded as pastor to dissolve their relations with him.

In this light let us briefly examine the inspir- 
ations of some of the writers of the “ Holy Bible 
Book Divine.”

Hence, having & very arbitrary and 
tyrannical disposition, a disposition which could 
brook no opposition, a disposition to kill and 
destroy all who opposed him, he could be in- 
spired only through such disposition. And here 
we seo the whole secret of the Angry, vacillating, 
bloodthirsty, vindictive and. revengeful charac- 
terofthe Jewish God, as recorded in the Old 
Testament, Moses was just such a man, and 
hence, such were his inspirations, and such his 
God, ^ one : 

All tbe Jewish sacred writers in after timds 
took their cue, more or less, froin Moses, and of 
course, their writings are more or less of the 
same stamp; he being their great lawgiver and 
exemplar.

as the Bible God? How do we know that there 


is in the universe one great infinite spirit who 


creates, fills, appoints and governs all things ? 


Who has ever seen him? Who has heard him 
speak? Who of any sge, of any nation, or of 
spy sect, ever has demonstrated or over can 
demonstrate the existence of such a being * If 
there is sich a being, then there is no room for 
finite spirits; for as no two things can occupy 
the same space, so two spirits cannot occupy 
the same place at the same time; and if there is 
one infinite spirit who fills all space, then there 
is no place in the universe for another spirit, 
great or smial), eas 

Yet most believe, and some claim to kuow, 
that there are countless milliqns of finite spirits 
in existence, If this be so, then In the very na- 
ture of things there can be no infinite spirit, for 
that cannot be infinite which does not occupy 
or fill, the whole of infinity. 

Therefore common-seüse teaches that we 
must give up the idea ofan infinite spirit ar of 
the existence of finite spirits. If wé give up 
the latter, then we glvo up all hope, yea, even 
all possibility of immortality, together with our 
own consciousness thereof, and put ourselves on 
8 leve] with the birds and beasts around us. 

The prevailing idea is that God, or infinite 
spirit, is the father of all finite spirits ; but if 
there Is a father, must there not also he a mother 
ofspurits? And does not this again destroy the 
Idea of one infinite spirit, making two instead of 
onet this Infinite’ father and mother 
must have room for thelr progeny; and the 


progony are generally equal to the parents ; if 


therefore, the parent spirits be infinite, does iÈ 


“not follow that the progeny must also be infin- 


ite. This would multiply infinites indefinitely ; 
the idea of which is simply absurd. Yet, absurd 
“and ludicrousas such an idea may be, 1t is the 
only legitimate sequence which can be deduced 
from the premises. There is not, there cannot 
bo an inflaite father of spirits, There can be no 
such thing as the propagation or multiplication 
of spirits, = Y 
There is no such thing as a nowly born, new- 
ly developed, or newly, individualized spirit. 
Spirits are not, apd cannot be evolved irom mat- 
ter, All spirits are self-existent, co-cxistent, 
co-equal, and co-eternal, spirits have al- 
ways had and always will have, an individual 
existence. Every spirit is, and always his been 
equal in all respects to every other spirit. Spir- 
its in the aggregate, aro a perfect democracy, In 
which perfect love and perfect harmony eternal- 
ly reigns. God,or the source of all power,there- 
fore, instead of being, one infinite spirit, is the 
pure and perfect democracy of spirit, in which 


all being on a/perfect equality. 0 

How then, are mortals inspired? Ans. By 
individual spirits ; chiefly,cach by his or her own 
spirit, The iosplration is in themselves. We 
may get ideas from spirits oütside of ourselv, 
as we get them from each other; yet it is doubt- 
ful whether any spirit evér does or ever can take 
possession of another spirit^s organism ; what is 
called spirit possession being simply psycholog- 
ical influence. y . 

Tt may be asked, if there is no infinite, super 


spirit, how shall we sccount for What 
we ‘the phenomena of nature? I answer, - 
there all matter, aspirit-aura or 


atmosphere, emanating alike from all apirits, 
and wi with them, is self. existent, 
which is to them a medium of transmission of 
knowledge, love and harmony. This aura or at- 
mosphere is also the medium by or throogh - 
which they operate in, not on, matter, and pro- 
duce all the phenomena of nature. All operating 
E and harmoniously through this medi: 
um, in what we call universal laws, and in a 
more detached or isolated yet not inharmon ious 
manner, In special proyidences just asa large 
body of men may act all together, 
sometimes in smaller numbers, and sometimes 
even singly; some doing one thiog and some 
another, yet all acting in harmony and for thc 
gencral weal. s

DISCUSSION ON SPIRITUA „ BE- 
TWEEN PROF, J, H, PO L AND 
DER. SMITH. 
On Sunday, March 21st, Professor J. H. Pow- 
ell went to Crosby's Music Hall, to meet Dr. 
Brown Williams, who Aad consented to take the 
affirmative on the q , "Resolved that so- 
called Spiritual Manifestations are not referable 
to departed Spirits.” 

In the absence of Dr. Williams, on account of 
sickness, Dr. Smith of Normal, TIL, came on the 
platform at urgent solicitation of gentlemen 
present,and offered objections to the positions of 
Spiritulists, from what he termed a scientific 
stand-point, , - 

Professor Powell in his opening remarks dre 
a general outline of Spiritualism in its ancient 
and modern phases, and asserted that there lay 
deep down in the human soul yearnings fora 
better and continued life, and referred to the de- 
monstrations of modern. Spiritualism as proof 
that those yearnings were not a mere delusion. 

Dr. Smith replied to Prof. Powell by saying 
that he bad given no evidenco-whatever of the 
existence of a future liſe that be had only said 
that men desired a future life, ergo they would 
necessarily get it. This was not reasonable. 
People desired money and food and did not al- 
“wayo get their desires gratified. — 

Dr. Smith detalled some curious facts in con- 
nection with dreams which he bad realized.— 
Stating, that once he was puzzled how to pbr - 
form a piece of work with an clectrical apparat- 
us when a certain Dr. Powell cameto him ira 
dream. gave liim the required information,which 
enabled him to get over his difliculty with the 
apparatus when in the waking state 

The Doctor detuiled another dream which he 
lad, where a hog made its appearance and gave 
him imférmation which resulted in certain im- 
provements when ip the waking state again, 

Was lie to understand that a hog had actually 


Come to him, If so, how could a hog talk? 

Professor Powell said in explanation, that he 
had not argued that merely to desire a future 
life was evidence of Hs existence, but that there 
were deep down in the human soul desires and 
longing that only immortality could satisfy and 
that the every day facta of Spiritualism demou- 
strated the conscious cxistence of man after denth. 
The decay of fesh and feast of worms, and far- 
ther, the law of Compendytion demanded fatuge 
existence. He instanced the death of children, 
asking if.justice were done ig the case of those 
who were cut off in the bud ifthere were no fu · 
ture for their development to the full blossom? 

Mis opponent bad not yet made a point by 

tayipg that because people desired money and 
food and got neither, that it might be the same 
with the desire fora fature existence.” It was 
well known tliht money and food were in exis- 
tence, and desiring them failed to- have 
the desire ssüiafled,the fault was in society, Tho 
"argument only supported the idea of future ex- 
istence. 
— Dr. Smith's dreams,’ he had only. 
say that intelligence was connected with 
them, Hecould not help it that the spirits 
should choose a hog as the most affinitizing 
mediam through which they could reach his 
friend's mind, 

Dr. Smith cogfended that it was not for him 
to say what he believed, he wished rather to get 
facts, He asked Prof. Powell to give facta and 
that gentleman had failed to do so, It was no 
use theorising. He might say that there was a 
a hole in the moon, but such an oxtraordinary 
statement“ would require extraordinary eyi- 


Prof; Powell wished to know what else he 
could do, other than give as he had done, facta 
in his own and other people's experience, He 
had mentioned the case of the daughter. of 
Judge Edmonds, speaking In languages unknown 
to her, and conte such a feat was im- 
eee te et ana 
was this but s Ho had also alluded to 
spirit pictures on which bis own father and 
mother’s likenesses appeared, that same father 
and mother dying in England and presenting 
their images on the plates in Buffalo, New York, 
nearly four thousand miles away. Was not that 
a fact? T 

Dr. Smith persisted in stating that F 
Powell tailed to give, evidence. He could not

have written just as we feel about it; and, hav- ` 


be so ungentlemanly a) to deny Mr. Powell's 


statements about tbe spirit photographs or the |. 


case of Judge Edmond's daughter, speaking 
Greek, &c., but these statements were no proof 
that spirits bad anything to do with the mat- 
ter, 

The age was getting more liberal; old ideas of 
God and the Devil were dying out. There was 
force at work of which we were notyet prepar- 
ed to talk knowingly. Itwasa mistake to at- 
tribute anything that could not be accounted 
for, to spirits, à 

Prof. Powell replled, hat does the gentleman 
mean by facts and evidence? He had been 
dealing in facts all along, and bad been piling 
up the evidence throughout. What more could he 
do? If the gentleman would take only one of 
his facts and deal with it fairly, be would have 
enough to keep him employed until he 
was driven into Spiritualism. e (Pret. 
Powell) could not bring the spirits in propria 
personae, right there upon the platform, or he 
would do so, If bis opponent meant him to do 
-s0 before he would be satisfied, all he could say 
was, that he himself must submit to a like task 
dnd bring his“ hog" upon the stage that he 
might behold it with the physical eye. j 

Dr. Smith next spoke of "Imhgination," 
and “witchcraft,” contending that the age was 
advancing and we were becoming more scientific, 
and, consequently, less superstitious, contend- 
ing still that Mr. Powell bad not given parti- 
cle of evidence in favor of the spirit-theory. 

Professor Powell contended that the reference 
to “imagination,” was a common one, and 
withal an easy stalking horse used mostly by 
men who would pass for scientists, But imagin- 
ation wassomething more, it had a beautilyl 
use in the human economy, and was a kaleodo- 
scope for spirit usc. Nothing could exist- with. 
outa purpose, and nothing was lost in nature, 
He could not suppose that the Almighty had 
given his creatures imagimation to deceive 
mem. 8 7 

Further, the argument about witches told 
equally against his opponent. 

Change the word witches to mediums, and we 
could comprehend the matter, If witchcraft was 
not a fact, the dignitaries of State and Church, 
who were instrumental in putting thousands of 
women to death, were all fools, to say nothing 
worse about them. 

If there was one question which roused his 
sympathies, it was this one of mediums,call them 
witches, or not, Persecution was not at an end, 
it did not die with the English and Salem witch- 
craft 

Dr. Smith detailed certain experiences ot his 
own, in relation to experiments he had made 
with electrica! apparatus, but not haying. time 
was his excuse for not accounting for so-called 
spiritual manifestations on'principles different tq 
Spiritualists, 5 

"This about concluded two sessions, At the 
third and concluding session, Professor Powell 
briefly run over Dr. Smith's position, and after 
nding to the statement tu the Bible that 

ie holy spirit descended in the form of adove, 
saying that whilst in the case of his friend, Dr. 
Smishjthe holy spirit descended in the symbol of 
& hog, it was only an evidence that God was 
in all life, + : " j 

Prof. Powell next introduced a paragraph 
frora Professor Hare's testimony, published in 
Hare's cluborate work, relating the fact, that 
aspirit went from Capa May Island to Philadel- 
phiaand ascertained through Mrs. Gourlay, a 
medium, when a bank bill would become due, 

He contendedghat there was not putting such 
testimony on one side, that settled tho question 
in favor of Spiritualism, He next alluded to 
the fact as given in W. M. Wilkinson's " Spirit 
drawings," that Mr. Buckle , the author of the 
“History of civilization,” when he took his Jast 
Journey which ended at Damascus, he was there 
thrown into jhe spiritual state, and for the first 
time received evidence which caused him two 
Sleepless nights, because they were anti to the 
philosophy of his whole life. Mr, Buckle and 
three others resolved on their return to England 
to lnVeskigale this whole spiritual question, but 
he was cut off by the hand of death, 

La Roy Sunderland In his new book, “Tho 
Trance,“ said prefatorlly, that since 1846, he 
had himself witnessed the "mysterious rap," and 
he does not attempt to account for the phenom- 
enon on principles of pathetism, Here was an 
expression of honesty, but any theory. that did 
not cover the whole ground of spiritual plie 
nomena, the raps the trance, and every 
other phase of mi , fellto tue ground, 

After alluding y and Brewster, and. 
stating that the spirits spoke for themselves, by, 
saying in all cases that they were nelther more 
nor Jess, than the spirits of persons once em- 
bodied on tire ‘earth, x 

Mr. Powell descanted vigorously and enthusi- 
astically on the philosophy of Spiritualism. 

Dr. Smith did not eyince any disposition to 
reply, but on being called upon, made a speech 
devoting his time pridcipally in developing his 
ideas of a theory of life, using the idea that the 
world of matter, was controlled by the world of 
mind. 

Professor Powell briefly replied by stating 
that Dr. Smith would have saved the debate, if 
he had ta ken his present position in thé morn- 
ing, that it was no matter whether the word, 
mind or spirit was used, so that the thing itself 
‘was understood, ` 

"The audiences were good, intelligent and 
terested. d a 

It is but justice to say that Dr. Smith had not 
time to put forth his theory as he evidently was 
capable of doing.

Q. I wish you would explain why vr 
tion is so necessary in order to permanently fix 
any fact or principle upon tbe mind? Why is it, 
we cannot remember it by going over it once, 
as well as we can by repetition? 

A. "Thoughts make their impression. In ot- 
der to become familiar with them só as to give 
them readily, they have tó pass through the 
mind more than once, Now why is it I can 
only say it Is in accordance with nature's law. 
Some individuals are.so constituted that they 
retain the thought, and its mode of expression 
much easier than others. For instance, take 
yourself, You can get impressions and transmit 
them to paper much easier than you can give 
expression vocally, 

Q That'ssot 

A. Well now, when once transmited to 
paper, tbey are there, and can to at 
any time. Now, from experiénce, we see that 
every uct, every thought—we go back to our 
experience upon the material plane of life—has 
made an impression upon ouf life-picture, so to 
spesk, and ig is there. We can go over that at 
will and recall it; and that is the reason why 
individuals when they come in contact with 
anotber person, can go on and give incidents 
that transpired in years gone by: It don't nec- 
esaarily follow that a spirit must of necessity, 
be there present wben all euch things are re- 
membered. It is generally supposed that the 
spirit is present when an impression is made, 
With us, the spirit is judged from the appear- 
ance of the life-picture of the individual For 
instance, the very emanations from your organ- 
ism partake of all these different cxperiences 
through which you have passed. If you will 
analyze that, then you can tell just what you 
have passed through. 

Q. I would like to learn something of this 
law of transmission of tbe thoughts of the spirit 
to the mind of the medium.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Manca 30, 1869, 
Q.—Hbw do spirits ordinarily communicate 
among themselves ? 

A—Precisely the same as you would communi- 
cate, only we have no use forlanguage. Dis- 
tance to us, is annihilated.. Hence, we have 
no necessity for writing or telegraphing, which 
is a very essential thing with you. We do not 
travel by the “wings of the wind," but by the 
will or desire, For instagge: if we have a strong 
desire to visit a certain place to see certain 
individuals, we can accomplish it by that desire ; 
that which to you would bes journey. Itis 
very easily done. We have an advantage over 
you upon the material plane of life, from the 
fact that no individual can disguise their true 
nature or motive. That which is within the 
soul is mirrored upon the face or countenance ; 
consequently there js no deception here. Many 
of you know what it is upon the material plane 
of life to deceive ohe another, It is sometimes 
strange, yet not so strange either—the idea that 
individuals upon the material plane, bave of the 
spiriiual plane of life. Some take it for granted 
that if spirits bave passed from material to 
spiritual things, they must, of necessity, know 
everything in each plane of life—the one they 
have just left and the one they afterwards oc- 
cupy: Hence it is that so many individuals are 
deceived by what they cali lying spirits, some- 
times in one way and sometimes in another. 
It we could think that a epirit would actually 
try to decelve persons to their injury, we might 
say to that spirit, Back to your sphere of ex- 
istence!" A person may be deceived in regard 
to the results of certain things ; tbat, you would 
not call falseliood. But, after all, it teaches 
people one grand lesson ; that: is, to rely upon 
their own judgment, their own powers of rea 
soning, which is the god given Isculty within, 
You must receive that which is true to your 

~own Individual soul, and pot take for granted 
that it must be so because a spirit says thus and 
so. Again; they must think a little of the cir- 
Cumstances, conditions aod surroundings of 
spirits, and the medium that they make use of 
when they manifest themselves, and tlien, per- 
haps, they would not be quite so ready to judge 
us and say that spirits actually tell that which 
is untrue. I know of spirits now upon the 
spiritual plane of life, that investigated Modern 
Bpiritoalism at its first start, and continued to 
investigate it up to the time of the change from 
the material to the spiritual plane. When they 
stood upon the material plane of life, they 
. thought that they knew much, when, indeed, 
they knew very little. To us, the worst kind of 
deception ih tbat where. persons deceive them- 
selves. Everything performs its mission, aud

Q.—Have you any mesus of getting at the 
name of the person? 

A.—[After some moments of hesitation.) Rev. 
Williams, once a Congr gationalist and subse- 
quently & Universalist minister; always liberal.

Q.— Do spirits, as A. J. Davis represents in 
one of bis works, enter a room or a house in this 
earth sphere, through doors, windows, &c., as 
they bappen to be opened, or do they pass as 
readily through matter as we, in the fofm do 
through fog, sunshine or atmosphere * 

A.—To Brother Davis, it ig true that doors have 
to be ópened and windows raised, to let in the 
spirits. That has been his experience. He was 
enabled to see them come in through a door or 
opening of a window Perbaps, if they had 
come through a substance or wall; no matter 
what it was, whether stone, brick, or wood, 
whatever it might bave been, he would not be 
able to see them until they Were within those 
walls, so that he would not be able to say wheta- 
er they come from above or below, Seeing 
them rigbt there, wóuld be the first be would 
be enabled ta see of them, Tw us, there is 
nothing that is an obstacle. The form of matter 
is no obstacle to us in any way. Your compari- 
son is a very good one, in regard to what you 
call fog, dense atmosphere. That Is indeed no 
obstruction to motive power, yet it is to the 
sense of sight. We cannot readily see through 


it. 

We know tit has often been stated, that 
people were impressed by spirits to go and 
open the graves of those who lave been burried, 
80 that the spirit might free itself from its earth- 
ly body. We know that tombs have been 
Opened ; also vaults. It has been stated time 

‘after time, that it was done for the purpose of 

letting the spirit out; but as we bave said be- 
fore, where there are thousands of individuals 
that are swaliowed up in those volcanic erup- 
tions, if that would hold true, what would be- 
come of all those spirits? In such cases it would 
be impossible to get them out. 

Q—Brother Davis’ theory is, that in such a 
case as that, the spirit becomes disintegrated, 
and reorganiz-s above the obstruction. 

A.—We do not wish to question Brother 
Davis' theory, because we believe that every 
idea that he advances, Is true to him. If he 
gives that idea as he receives ii. it is true to bim- 
self; yet, that it is the experience of- spirits, 
we know that it is not, 

Q.—Do magnetic bands, such for instance, as 
those advertised by Dr. Raudolph, of Boston, 
exert any material inflaence in unfolding latent 
clairvoyant powers * 

A.—We certainly say that they do. 

Q.—You have sometimes spoken of the first 
and second plane of existence ;; now, what about 
the third * 

A.—We auswer, inasmuch as the experience 

of the first plane of life is necessary for our 
upfoldment, so the great change to the second, 
is necessary for our more perfect happiness. 
The change from the material to the spiritual 
body, we naturaliy say is the change trum the 
first to the second plane of existence, or from 
the first to the second sphere of existence, yet 
there is no second sphere. When we come back 
to the first cause, the great GJ given principle 
within, there is no such thing as the first plane 
of existence. To mortals, there 18 a first con- 
» Scious state ol existence ; and that sometimes is 
upon the spiritual, and sometimes upon: the 
material plane. Little children- that realize 
nothing upon the material, upon the spiritual 
realize u perfect existence, There-is no second 
plane of existence in fact. You pass from this 
room into the next, yet you are in the same 
builuing; so we might say im passing from 
material to spiritual things. We puss from this 
to the adjoining apartment, and you are con- 
scious of that which is witbin this; and when 
you get there, you are copsclous of what the 
next contains, and that consciousness of. the 
second will not destroy the effect of the first ; so 
itis with passing from material, to. spiritual 
things. 3 b 


QUESTIONS BY MR. DRAPER, 

Q Doe every medium have a circle of spirita 
tocontrol his or her mediumship,one of whom 
controls or presides, and another Spirit outside 

ol that circle can not contro! the medium with 
out the consent or approval of the one presiding 
or coptrulling the circle? 

A. We shall say that most certainly every 
medium has their controlling spirits. Tuat sach 
spirits may change and give place to others, we 
know to be true; yet,werejnot the positive spirit 
presetit, the one that éxerciscs the greatest and 
mos’ powerful control and influence over the me- 
«ium aud without this ald and permission, so to 
speak, other spirits couM not manifest’ them- 
selves or obtain control or possession of such 
1nedium. 

Q. Isit true thay man is naturally a religious 
being, and requires s»me Supreme Being for 
adoration * 


worship, the Creator of all, an any 
religious organizaton extant? 

A. It would seem trom experience in the 
past that man is naturally a religious being: 
one that desired something grand and ennobling 
10 worship; something higher than himself to 
look to, for powet and wisdom. But, ibat it is 
‘necessary, strictly speaking, that man should 
worship euch a divinity, we can not see, aby 
farther than it pertains to his individual bap- 
piness, The main object in worshiping God 
seems to have been in the past, forthe purpose 
ol obtaining happiness In the future; and as 
Spiritualism teaches every individual that it is 
for them to make thelr happiness here as well 
us hereafter, we way say that Spiritmaliam is 
dest adapted to the worship of individuals—men 
and women. reed ms
